Hiestand Trys 
New Bill For 
Narcotic Law 

Congressman Edgar W. Hie¬ 
stand, 21st Congressional Dis¬ 
trict of California, has intro¬ 
duced a new bill providing for 
the drastic stiffening of the 
penalties for those found guilty 
of importing, selling, buying, 
receiving or concealing or fa¬ 
cilitating the transportation of 
narcotic drugs contrary to the 
Federal Law. 

The penalties provide for im¬ 
prisonment from two to five 
years for first offense, for 10 
to 20 years for second offense, 
and the death penalty for third 
offense, unless the jury quali¬ 
fies its verdict by adding there 
to "Without capital punish¬ 
ment,” in which case the pen¬ 
alty shall be life imprisonment. 

Selling narcotics to minors 
under 21 years gets the death 
penalty unless the jury simi¬ 
larly qualifies its verdict, in 
which case it shall be a sen¬ 
tence of imprisonment for life. 

Congressman Hiestand stated 
emphatically: “This narcotic 
trade, one of the most inexcusa¬ 
bly horrible practices of man¬ 
kind today, has simply got to 
stop so far as our country is 
concerned. I have given much 
study to this subject and am 
convinced that added funds for 
law enforcement are only part 
of the remedy. The penalties 
have got to be so severe that 
practically no one will take a 
chance on breaking the law.”

Later statements by A1 Free¬ 
land, city water superintend¬ 
ent, strengthened the council’s 
warning against fire when he 
emphasized the danger that 
exists through the early arrival 
of the dry season.
